SUPREME COURT APPOINTS COMMITTEE TO STUDY CRIMINAL PROCEDURE

LANSING, MI, March 18, 2002 — A newly-created Committee on the Rules of Criminal
Procedure will study Michigan court rules affecting criminal matters, the Michigan Supreme
Court announced today.

Speaking for the Court, Chief Justice Maura D. Corrigan said the appointees reflect
“diverse viewpoints and experience: prosecutors, defense attorneys, judges, law professors. Each
member brings to the committee great expertisein criminal justice issues. Their varied
backgrounds will serve the Court well in examining Michigan’' s rules of criminal procedure.”

The Court, which made the appointments last week, stated in its order that the committee
will “determine whether revisions or new provisions [to current court rules| are warranted due to
changesin the law, to clarify existing law, or to improve the delivery of justice.”

The Court charged the committee to report to the Court “at least every six months,” with
afinal report duein March 2004.
